All permits to burn grasslands 
or brush in the Delta-Menominee

bill. Now the city can spread the 
salary money among

Because so many smelt died 
last 
winter 
(don’t ask how or 
why) their carcasses are now rot­ 
ting on the bottom of the hay— 
and the little smelt refuse to run 
over their ancestors’ graves. 
a— Because the smelt at last 
have caught the meaning of that 


awful pun: “ I didn’t have very 
good fishing yesterday. 
I caught 
two herring 
and one smelt.” 
6— And finally: The smelt re­ 
fused to be 
co-ordinated, 
con­ 
trolled or coerced, staged the no- 
run-absentoe demonstration in pro­ 
test against quite complete plans 
to use them to plug a hole in the 
nation's food rationing program.
